at which, were thev told, some would 
smile. and some. to whon thov would re- 
call their own experiences, wou'd sigh. 
But let me not dis'urb the vele of oblivion 
which shrouds from profane eyes the hal- 
‘owed mysteries of poverty. 

On one occasion 1 was necessary to 
send me upoo an errand to a neghbor, 
in better circumstances than ourselves, 
and before whom it was cecessary that | 
should be presented to them io the best 
possible aspect. Great pains were ac- 
cordingly taken to give a smurt appear 
ance to my patched and dilepicated ward- 
robe, and to conces! the rents and chasms 
which the envious tooth of time had made 
in them; and by the way of throwing 
over my equipmert a certain savor and 
sprinkling of gentility, my red and toil. 
hardened hands were enclosed in the un- 
familiar casing of a pair of gloves, which 
selonged to my mother in days when her 
years were fewer and her heart lighter. 

[ salled forth on my errand, and on 
my wavy encountered a much older and 
bigger boy. who evidently belonged to » 
family which had all our own dragging 
poverty, and none of our up rising wealth 
of spirit. Hi« rags fluttered in the breeze :

was well dressed; to tear a boy's rufll. 
heenuse it was clean. As soon as he 
saw mo his eves detected the practica!

—On the evening of the 9t>, three men 
from Ohio, Mr. C. Loraine. Mr. Garner 
tod Mr. ‘Thomas, all of Washington co.., 
Uhio, were seized on the Ohio shore, by 
tbody of men from Virginia, and lodged 
jail at Parkersburg, upon the charge 
hat they had aided the escape of slaves. 

facts, as we learn them are these: 

hat six negroes, belonging to Mr. How- 
ud, of Wood county, Va., made their 
"cape into Ohio; that seven men, among 
‘tom were the thrve above named, met 
negroes on the bank; and were aid- 
“§'bem in the removal of their bag- 
Bge, when they were seized, the other 

‘ur escaping. This was done without 
“'Y process of law, The Virginiens 
rs that they had knowledge of the de- 

‘Bus of the Ohiogns, which they derived 


*questionabil y from one of the negroes; 


that they were thus prepared to de- 


feat, the designs of both parties. Th+ 
friend. of the captured whites tell thi 
story: that some seven weeks since, they 
wer@.solicited by a white man, an elder 
in thé. Baptist Church in Virginia, and, 
our informant thinks, his name is Ro- 
maine, to aid the escape of the negroes; 
that they refused to lesve this State for 
that purpose; but said they were always 
ready to help the Sond in their efforts to 
gain their liberty; and that he returned- 
and entered into the plot, against them, 
for a promised reward, if they were cap- 
tured, of fifty dollars. 

The Ohioans are to be examined on 
Friday of this week, befure a called coun 
try court, of the question of their com 
mitment fur trial beforo the Superior 
Court in September. The excitement i- 
very greaton both sides. In Virginia. 
half the inhabitants of Parkersburgh ar 
armed. and prepafred to repel any at- 
tempt to release the preoners. [pn Wash 
ington county, in this State, meetings 
have been held in four townships. (and 
several others ore to meet,) with the ob- 
ject, mainly, to ensure a fair trial of th: 
Ohians, though in two of them threats 
have heen made to cure lawless- 
ness by a violation of law—in other 
words, to tear down Parkersburzh jal 
and give freed.m totheir townsmen

A Mastodon Skeleton entire, the New 
York Advertiser says, hos just been con- 
structed in that city from the bones re 
cently found in a sma!l Pond on the top 
of a mountain near Ilackettstown, War- 
rencounty It is the largest skel- 
eton of this extinct species that has been 
found, and we know of but one other 
similar specimen in existence; the one 
which is preserved in the old Peale Mu- 
seum in Philadelphia. This 1s larger 
and more perfect. measures 22 fee: 
in length, about 11 feet high, and 16 fee! 
mn girth. From the fact thot the bone- 
of six of the huge animals were found 
imbedded together in the deposite of a 
pond cn the highest grounds of the State. 
(evidently of different ages, from the 
calf up,) the proprietors conjecture that 
they perished there in the flood. 

One of the skeletons crumbled to pie 
ces when first exposed to the air; part» 
of the other five are preserved. The onr 
‘thet has been carefully put together is 
very nearly perfect, and presents a stri- 
king idea of the huge dimensions of tha 
great monster of the animal world, whic}: 
probably became extinct tn the genera’ 
deluge. It will be removed to New York 
for exhibition, when the scicntific observ 
ers in natural history, and the public 
generally, will have an opportunity of 
examining it- A convenient exhibition 
room has been provided for it in Broad 
way-
